Directors Are Elected 
For Medical Housing Ltd. 

Directors for the year 1968 were 
elected at a meeting of the share¬ 
holders of Elkhorn- and District 
Medical Housing Ltd. John Canart 
was named chairman, with direc¬ 
tors, Bruce Clarke and G. 
Andrews. 

In 1956, the Elkhom Chamber 
of Commerce was instrumental 
in organizing the residents of Elk¬ 
hom and district to form a com¬ 
pany to build a doctor’s residence. 
Shares were sold at $25 a share. 
Dividends have been paid at the 
rate of 4% every three years. As 
of 1968, residents of Elkhorn and 
district hold 129 shares, non-resi¬ 
dents hold 270 shares and 25 shares 
of deceased persons have not been 
transferred. 

As a meeting of the sharehol¬ 
ders has not been held since 1964, 
the minutes of the last four years 
were read by Secretary-treasurer 
J. B. Williams, and the financial 
statement for the years 1964-1967 
was presented. 

The feeling of the meeting was 
that the monthly rental of the 
house and office should not be 
less than $85 to cover upkeep and 
assure the shareholders a divi¬ 
dend on money invested. The meet¬ 
ing also requested that in future 
a financial statement should be 
issued to each shareholder at the 
end of each year. 

With the arrival of Dr. Daniel 
O’Leary last week-end from Ire¬ 
land to take over the medical 
practice here, discussion arose 
over the possibility of making 
extra bedroom space in the base¬ 
ment to accommodate Dr. O’¬
